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HUMAN NATURE CHANGED 
The great rallying cry of the pessi- 


mists and the die-hards has always 
been the flat statement, "You .can't 
change human nature." 
Usually no- 


body bothers to take issue with it. But 
young Oliver Baldwin, the Socialist 
son of England's former Conservative 


""prime minister, got vexed the other 


day when a heckler flung the remark 
at him in the course of a political 
speech. He answered it with this ques- 
tion: "Does man still support bear 
baiting, cock fighting, the pillory, pub- 
lic executions, drawing and quartering 
and press gangs?" 


What he-meant was obvious. The 


things he mentioned were established 
institutions only a few years ago. No- 
body thought of objecting to them. It 
was human nature, in other words, to 
accept them. Not one .of them survives 
today. Why? Because human nature 
has changed to such an extent that 
these .things which formerly pleased it 
now revolt it. The matter is rather im- 
portant. You will never hear 'any re- 
form proposed, you will neve~r hear any 
change for the:betterin human society 
discussed, -without-hearing some croak-;y 
er riemark gloomily, "It sounds very 
pretty, but after all you can't change 
human nature." ;- 
' 


If that verdict were true, of course, 


it would be necessary for us to give up 
all of our hopes of advancement. 
It 


would be necessary for us to make up 
.our minds; to that we should' always 
have in the world just:as much mean- 
-nessj dishonesty; selfishness; -greed, 
-jealousy, hatred and jcruelty as we 
have right now; Having done uthat, we' 
might as well go and blow, our brains 
out; for no man is very, happy-unless 
he has some sort of faith that some- 
how, some day, things are going to be 
a little bit easier for his children's chil- 


But we don't need to'do those* 


things. The whole story of the rise of 
civilization, beginning with the mud- 
and-stone huts of the earliest savages, 
and continuing down to the present- 
day, is nothing more or less than the 
story of the way human nature, has . 
changed. Human nature, in the b'egin- 
. riing, was not very different from the 
nature of\he wild beasts. The-relics of 
the Swiss lake dwellers give no hint 
that the skin-clad men and women of 
that prehistoric day were to be the ulr 
timate forefathers of such men as Bee- 
thoven, Michelangelo, Shelley and Lin- 
coln. Between the cave man and, say, 
the modern scientist, there seems little 
connection.

But the connection, the ancestry, is 


•^ there, nevertheless. Human nature, in 


other words, has changed. It began in 
darkness, and now.it is streaked with 
light; some day, we may hope, it will 
be bright enough for men to see their 
way without stumbling at all. 


MAKING WAR IMPOSSIBLE 
A plan for furthering international 


peace presented to the League Assem- 
bly at Geneva by the British foreign 
minister meets with opposition from 
some of "the British dpminions. Canada 
particularly refuses to accept it.

British government proposed that, 
in cases of a 
hostile move, the 


members of the League should give 
financial assistance to the threatened 
nation, making enough cash available 
for it to procure immediately all the 
war supplies it needed for defense. 


Sir George Foster, Canadian dele- 


gate, immediately criticized this plan 
as approaching the problem backward. 
Canada, instead of supplying arms to 
the aggrieved nation, wants to keep 
them from the aggressor. He proposes 
that all signatories to the Kellogg pact 


y:piedge themselves not to sell arms and 


ammunition to states violating their 


^'.-pledge to outlaw war. 
>-ij No nation can wage war any more, 


argues, without buying supplies be- 


|v:Jfond its borders. Shut off war supplies, 
*l 'd.«Y«tt those who want to make 


trouble will have to keep the peace. 
This sounds like pretty good sense. 
The more arms the nations have, the. 
more war may be expected; the fewer 
arms, the less war. 


EXPANDING CHICAGO 


The rest of the country seems to 


take a perverse pleasure in jumping 
onto Chicago for its gunmen, its wa- 
ter diversion and other alleged faults. 
Yet the severest critic of the "I Will" 
city cannot deny that it has strength 
and vision. Attention is attracted just 
now to the comprehensive scheme 
known as the "Region of . Chicago," 
whereby the city is planning for its an- 
ticipated needs in 1950, when as a 
metropolitan community it expects to 
have 7,500,000 population. 


The scope is vast. It takes in 280 


cities and villages in a circle reaching 
50 miles from the center of Chicago.. It 
brings into one organization the putn 
lie officials and business men of 15 
counties, .of which nine are in Illinois, 
three in Wisconsin and three in-Indi- 
ana. 


There is no attempt to dictate to the 


outlying territory, but throughout the 
whole area the leaders of the move- 
ment point out the advantages of the 
'plan locally as well as centrally, and 
the need of all-round cooperation. The 
response is gratifying. It looks as if the 
dream will be realized. Instead of de- 
veloping in a haphazard way, the wide- 
flung population will plan its streets, 
highways, parks, forest preserves, sew- 
ers, sewage plants, water supply, gas, 
electric power, telephone, street 
car 


system and other facilities, just as if 
the numerous, scattered jurisdictions 
were really one close-knit community. 


All of them will benefit by it.- The 


example should not.be'lost on the 
many other communities, in various 
parts of the United States, destined to 
grow together in the next half-century, 
and profit enormously if they manage 
things wisely. 


AMERICAN ACCURACY 


"It is not possible to find an Ameri-

or telescopes or almost, anything else, 
is so rapidly conquering the world. 
Salesmanship plays its part, but the 
machines are so excellent that they al- 
most sell themselves. . 


RAILROAD MERGERS 


The Interstate Commerce commis- 


sion expects to issue its national merg- 
er plan before the end of the year. This, 
is good news to the.railroads; also to 
the public, which .has grown impatient 
of the long fussing about mergers and 
getting nowhere. 


It is now evident why the commis- 


sion, has objected to so many merger 
proposals on the part of railroad 
groups, and held them up so long. The 
commission wanted to put through its 
own re-grouping plan. That plan, nine 
years in preparation, is expected to be 
the framework that all future railway 
combinations must fit. 


If it is a good plan it is worth wait- 


ing nine years for. This is a'job which, 
if done at all, should be done right. 
And it is better to have a federal com- 
mission dictating the new set-up than 
railroad men and financiers with less 
bias for the public interest. The bigger 
and more unified the transportation 
grows, the more necessity for a public 
check on its operations.

Technically 
Count Zeppelin was 


>t an engineer, was not even an 
ventor in the ordinary sense of the 
rm. His supreme contribution in 


the case of the airship was in Indotn- 
table faith and courage. 


Count Zeppelin had designed his 


flnst airship on paper in 1S73. em- 
bodying many of the principles used 
today. In 1887 he submitted a com- 
plete memorandum on the subject to 
he King of Wurtemburg. In 1894 he 
had employed an engineer to work 
out full structural designs, had sub- 
mitted these to a committee of ex- 
perts. 
The committee deliberated, 


studied, argued, finally reported that 
while his calculations 
seemed ac- 


curate, the thing wouldn't work. 


He had retired from the army at 


56. a full general, had dedicated the 
rest of his life to this dirigible pro- 
tect. 


' Six years later 
In 1900. Zeppelin 


built and lost his first ship. It was 
420 feet long, having 388,000 feet of 
lydrogen/gas—about a tenth the size 
of the Graf Zeppelin. Crude as the 
first ship was, it embodied many of 
;he principles used today—a com- 
plete metal framework, longitudinal 
rirder extending from nose to tail, 
reinforced by 16 circular girders be- 
tween which hydrogen was carried 
n separate cells, the whole ship sur- 
rounded by an outer cover of fabric. 


From the- pontoons of the floating 


hangar the ship arose in the air, its 
two 16 horsepower motors driving it 
along at 13% miles per hour. The 
ship made three 
successful flights 


and convinced the inventor that he 
was on the right track, and he start- 
ed confidently to finance a bigger 
and stronger ship. 


It took him five years to raise the 


money, assistance 
finally 
coming 


from the King of VTurtemburg and 
the manufacturer of aluminum. Im- 
portant changes in strength, speed 
and control had been developed, but 
as the ship was 
taken out of the 


hangar for the first time, the steer- 
ing gear was broken and the 
ship 


was driven out of control across the 
lake, where an emergency landing 
was made and 
the ship with great 


difficulty returned to the workshops 
and repaired. On its second flight 
Zeppelin took the ship to a height of 
1600 
feet before motor trouble de- 


veloped. He made a. forced landing 
in the open, but before the motors 
could be repaired a storm came up, 
wrecked the ship on the ground. 


This second failure convinced the 


world generally 
that Zeppelin air- 


ships were impractical. 
The inven- 


tor's explanation that if he could 
have kept his 
motors running he 


would 
have 
gotten 
successfully 


through the storm convinced only a 
fejv people. 
The one 
man whose 


faith was unshaken was Ferdinand 
Count Zeppelin himself. 


On the other hand, 
among those 


convinced that Count Zeppelin's the- 
ories were unsound 
was a certain 


"Dr. E." His articles apeared from 
time to time in the Frankfurter Zeit- 
ung. They breathed a spirit of fair- 
ness and tolerance, 
but left little 


doubt that to the writer's mind the 
vagaries of the air would never be 
conquere^ by a rigid balloon.

writer was a sailor and philosopher, 
and some of his 
readers doubtless 


reasoned that he must be right, for 
what could a cavalry officer know 
about the winds and the sky, any 
how?

then in the duration flight set for 
August. 1908. which, 
if successful, 


would bring full government support 
and improved finances. 


The ship flew down the Rhine to- 


ward Mainz but disaster again lay in 
wait on the return voyage. His old 
bugaboo of motor trouble developed. 
A forced landing had to be made at 
Schterdingen near Stuttgart, where 
a storm set in, tearing the ship from 
its moorings. The next moment the 
ship broke into flames and presently 
Zeppelin was gazing 
at a twisted 


skeleton 
and the 
collapse of his 


hopes. 


Again the critics proclaimed the 


folly of airships. 


Count Zeppelin 
was 70 by now— 


long since ready for the carpet slip- 
pers and skull cap. of old age; but in- 
stead, leaving the wreckage at Ech- 
terdingen, he was already revolving 
plans in his mind with all the confi- 
dence and enthusiasm of a boy.

And it was this unusual organiza- 


tion that Dr. Bckencr, the skeptical 
scholar of Flensburg:, was shortly to 
join and from which 
he was to 


emerge 15 years later as the domin 
ating figure.

Boveri Electric corporation, one of 
those named in the Shearer suit, and 
subsidiaries, were the first called to 
testify. They are to be followed, as 
the daily hearings proceed, by rep- 
resentatives of the Bethlehem Etoel 
Corporation and Its shipbuilding sub 
sidiary, and the Newport News Ship 
building and Dry Dock corporation. 
After they have been questioned, 
Shearer will be heard.

negotiation. One of the best assets of 
a public utility companjv financiers 
say, is a big list of small stockholders, 
conversant with the company's prob- 
ems and in sympathy with the man- 
agement.

Those two

Dr. Goldberg stated. "It is estimat- 
ed that there are about 40,000 indi- 
viduals in this country for whom the 
prognosis of tuberculosis was the 
very gra\e, but for whom, owing to 
thoracoplaity. hope is kindled anew.

clearly denned, it is evident that the

Cold Frames Necessary 


For Early Gardening 


~ The convenience and necessity of u 
cold frame for an early start in the 
spring is well known to all gardeners 
but ius use In the fall and early win- 
ter is often neglected. In addition to 
its value in \\intering 
plants not 


quite hardy or which are sensitive to 
winter wet. it is an excellent place 
to start bulbs for winter bloom in the 
house. The method is to pot up the 
bulbs, hyacinths, daffodils, the small, 
er bulbs such as scillas. crocuses and 
grape hyacinths and lilies of the val- 
ley, bury them in the cold frame to 
make roots and then, when desired 
in the house, dig them out of the 
frame and take them indoors. 


This is a more convenient methods 


than storing them in dark closets or 
basements as usually recommended 
because there Is less danger of for- 
getting to see that the pots are wa- 
tered when they need it The mois- 
ture in the soil will be sufficient to 
avoid any such danger in the cold 
frame. They make tho roots neces- 
sary for top growth under more nat- 
ural conditions and come quickly In- 


to growth when taken into tiarmth 
In the house. 


Plants which are- not quite hardy 


In the open ground such as pcntstc. 
mons. buddlelas. 
and snapdragons 


may be wintered in » cold frame and 
moved to their permanent quarters 
in the spring. Favorite colors in the 
annual pinks may be wintered in the 
came manner. With the protection of 
the glass they will come into early 
growth and give mush quicker re- 
sults in the garden. 


The handsome poppy 
anemones 


and the Mariposa tulips of California 
may be grown successfully in a cold 
frame. The anemones will then come 
Into bloom next April for cutting and 
continue blooming for a month. The 
St. Brigtd strain, stocked by nearly 
all seed houses, is a fine type of an- 
emone. The 
beautiful ranunculus 


may be grown in the same manner. 
This plant is a novelty to most gar- 
deners although in cultivation for 
many years. It Is an excellent plant 
to try as an experiment In the frame. 
It is a curious root somewhat re-

Washington—Like the daily news- 


paper, radio receiving sets and acces- 
sories now can be purchased at-prac- 
ically every street corner, with the 
assortment of merchandising outlets 
staggering to the imagination. 


Undertaking establishments, beau- 


ty parlors, filling stations, grocery 
stores, baby chick hatcheries, Infec- 
tlcide dealers, lunch counters, barber 
shops, news stands and some 100 
other different lines ot business en- 
deavor are marketing radio sets and 
knick-nacks as side lines, according 
to an analysis of radio business just 
completed by tho commerce depart- 
ment 


As a matter of fact, the survey 


shows that only about 40 per cent of 
the $14,172,740 retail radio business 
of 6,031 dealers in all parts ot the 
country for the second quarter of 
this year was transacted by dealers 
whose primary source of revenue 
was derived from the saels of radio 
equipment. * 


Automobile dealers, for example, 


reported 8,8 per cent of the total 
sales for three months period, ended 
with June SO. This Included filling 
stations, tire shops, battery shops 
and supply houses accounted for 
some $1,250,000 of the total revenue. 


For the larger cities the statistics 


show that more than half of 
the^ 


business was transacted by exclusive 
radio dealers while in the cities'of

important cause of forest fires which 
over a wide area in western states 
are taking1 a big toll of timber and 
causing damage running into mil- 
lions of dollars. 
Federal and state statistics pn 


brush and forest fires show that 
about 75 per cen*. are "man made." 
or as sometimes expressed "Caused 
by h»man eare1e"n<?<5<*" Under this 
heading conies smokers, campers, 
railroads and lumbering operations, 
careless smokers leading the list In 
spite of laws forbidding 
smoking 


within national forest areas except 
in camps or places of habitation and 
against the 
throwing of burning 


matches or cigarets from 
moving 


vehicles. 


But there are many man-made 


fires not due to carelessness. In- 
cendiarism has appeared frequently 
during recent weeks in reports of 
both minor fires and serious con- 
flagrations, and it is no new thing. 
In 1928 of 4.171 fires recorded in 
Canifornia alone 4S4 were classed as 
Incendiary and 4P3 put under the 
heading of brush burning. 


A normal individual can 
under- 


stand that with millions of persons 
visiting the national and state recro- 
aationat area each summer habits of 
carelessness formed in city and town 
life would cause many fires, but why 
anyone should deliberately attempt 
to destroy one of the country's most 
beautiful, inoffensive and valuable 
assets is more difficult to feet at. 


Inquiry among forest officials here 


elicited the opinion that the chief 
<x.use underlying 'incendiarism Is 
maliciousness. "Outlaws" or "Rene- 
gades" these incidarists are called, 
bu., "Ornriness" seems to express 
their impelling motives more com- 
prehensively. 
Some who intention- 


ally start forest tires are demented, 
though clever at avoiding detection. 
Others are resentful toward society 
or particular forest rangers. Others 
are looking for jobs putting out the 
fires they start. 


"OUTLAWS" ARE BLAMED 


There have been several hundred 


incendiary fires in California this 
season, and "outlaws" are > held re- 
sponsible for some difficult situations 
In untamed regions of Southern Ore- 
gon. 


"Light burning", is given as second 


most important cause of internation- 
al fires. This is generally carried on 
by cattle raisers, who believe that 
burning off brush improves grazing. 
Tills belief has 
been exploded by 
facts amassed by the forest service, 
but prejudice of this nature ,runs 
deep and 'Light burning" is known 
to be carried fout despite laws'and 
argjmehts against it. In..Oregon a 
recent rain' prompted- the ~ Issuance 
of permits for brush burningyv-A pe- 
riod of low humidity developed quick- 
Jy and some of the brush fires have 
developed into serious conflagrations.

• Washington —0*)— A solution of 
tho life processes of plants, in an 
attempt to find how tender tissues 
extract light from the sun for growth 
is sought In a broad scheme of re- 
search undertaken by the Smithson- 
ian institution. 


The resources of physics, chero 


istry and biology will be marshalled 
under leadership of Dr. F. S. Brack- 
ett to bare the secrets of plant life 
hi a five-year program of exhaus- 
tive study. 


One side of the experiments will 


involve the utilization of solar en- 
ergy, while the brunt of the study 
will bo based on the use of artificial 
lights, which are more easily repro- 
ducible and regulated. 


The technique of the sign indus- 


try will be drawn on to produce dif- 
ferent colored lights, to uncover the 
direct i elation ship 
between, the 


growth of plants and the energy util- 
ized, and to show, quantitatively, 
what dependence there / is on wave 
length. 


Gases that will be used for the 


lights will give purer colors than 
those in signs. Long wave lengths, 
in the region of the invisible, will 
also be used. 


Plants -n ill be nourished on definite 


chemical solution, rather than in 
soil, so the scientist at all times will 
have an accurate check on what Is 
happening. 


The scientists propose to go far- 


ther in the direction of making the 
research a strictly laboratory exper- 
iment with the amount, color and in- 
tensity of light than ever has been 
attempted. 


From the physical side, Invoh'ing 


temperature, light Intensity and 
wave length control, they will swing 
to the chemical side In the regulation 
of carbon dioxide and tho analys- 
is and production of solutions. 


Chemically, knowledge will

sought on the problem of photo-syn- 
thesis, or the absorption of carbon 
dioxide from air under the influence 
of radiation.
